STATEMENT OF OBJECTS AND REASONS 

The work entrusted to the Betwa River Board is suffering due to 
the non-availability of funds required for the functioning of the Board, 
because of the abnormal delays in crediting the sums payable by the 
Governments of Madhya Pradesh and Uttar Pradesh to the Betwa River 
Board Fund and due to the sums so credited after abnormal delays, being 
wholly inadequate for the purposes of the Board. For these reasons the 
activities of the Board either remain stagnant or are carried on at a slow 
pace. The responsibility for collection of such sums should therefore 
rest with the Central Government so that the Board may be able to 
accomplish the tasks assigned to it under the Act. The above conclu¬ 
sions are drawn from facts mentioned in the Report of the Board for 
1983-84 in para 8.0 and 8.1 on page 21 under “Bottlenecks” and “Funds”. 

Hence this Bill.
